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NOTES 

The Church Congress is to meet this year 
in Richmond, Va., The dates are April 27th 
to 30th. 

Bishop Murray is reported to have said, 
“I think that all clergy should have a little 
business training; bnt I do not think that is 
half as important as that all business men 
should have religious training”. 

Eight thousand copies of the Scriptures 
were resently bought by General Chang, one 
of General Feng’s leading officers, for distri- 
bution in his army. 

During the past year twice have sons of 
Japanese Priests been ordained Deacons, in 
the diocese of Kobe. The English missionary 
writes that it is most encouraging to see the 
young men thus coming forward from homes 
where their experience will have shown them 
that they are not by this act, making their 
worldly condition better. 

A Christian worker in China writes, “Civil 
war has now become a more or less perma- 
nent condition under which our work must 
be carried on, and we are beginning to accept 
it as such.” 

In England the Holy Communion is now 
administered weekly in 11,722 churches, and 
daily in 1,400. 

The Hon. Yon Hui Ch’ing, who has been 
recently appointed as ambassador of China in 
Great Britain, is the son of a clergyman of 
our Church, and a graduate of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Shanghai, and of Yale University. 

In Georgia there are three missions under 
one priest, the Rev. E. J. Saywell, in which 
every member of each mission is a contribu- 
tor ; every one is a member of the Church 
school; every one has a mite box for his 
Easter offering; and every person has pledged 
as much for the diocesan and general work of 
the Church as he has for the support of the 
local work. 

In the country which surrounds the Uintah 
Indian Reservation, in Utah, there are mem- 
bers of the Greek Church in considerable 
numbers. A Greek Priest from a Utah town 
visited them recently, and our missionary at 
Whiterocks loaned them the mission Church 
for a service. At the request of the Greek 
Priest he took part in the service himself, and 
also loaned the Indian boys to act as servers. 
Almost all the Greeks in that section were 
present, and the church was filled. 

A North Dakota Missionary to the Indians 
recently took a seven mile sled ride with the 
thermometer at twenty-five below zero, think- 
ing that there would be nobody at the ser- 
vice which had been appointed. On her ar- 
rival she found forty people waiting for her. 

In Honolulu the congregation could not 
all get into the Mission Church of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Chinese Mission, for the midnight 
Communion on Christmas eve. So the over- 
flow collected in the street, where they volun- 
tarily took up an offering which amounted to 
$7. The whole offering at the service was 
over $60.00 which was given to the deficit.

The State Board of Health of South 
Dakota has appointed the first day of May 

as “Child Health Day.” They urge that 
on that day, or as near that time as possible, 
all the children of the state be given a com- 
plete physical examination by some physi- 
cian, with the purpose of finding out whether 
or not they have some physical difficulty 
which needs correction. A number of the 
organizations of the state are cooperating in 
this; and the National Children’s Bureau in 
Washington is helping in the work. It is 
hoped that the suggestions may be gener- 
ally carried out. It would mean much to 
the health conditions in our state. 


A Christian Unity Meeting 

A committee representing nine different 
churches and eleven different countries met 
in Stockholm, Sweden, last August to ar- 
range for a World Conference of the Church 
to discuss questions of faith and orders, for 
the purpose of helping toward Christain uni- 
ty. This meeting is to be held iu Lausanne, 
Switzerland, in August, 1927. The commit- 
tee spent three days in arranging subjects for 
discussion, which are outlined as follows: 
1. The call to Unity. 2. The Nature of the 
Church. 3. The Churche’s Common Com- 
fession of Faith in God. 4. The Church’s 
Ministry. 5. The Sacraments. 6. The Unity 
of Christendom, and the Place of Different 
Churches within it. The conference will last 
for three weeks, and while it is not expected 
that there will be time for all these subject, 
the effort will be made to find ont the points 
at which agreement exists, and where differ- 
ences arise. 


In the forty-nine years during which the 
children of the Church have been making 
their Easter Offering for the work of the 
Church, they have given $6,149,407. 

The National Council, at its meeting on 
February 24th and 25th, issued a statement to 
the Church which was in part as follows : 

“The income of the Budget of the general 
Church promised by the dioceses is $3,074,- 
502. This amount is $574,943 larger than 
the total amount given by the dioceses last 
year, and $46,984 larger than the largest 
amount ever given, which was in 1920. It 
is with deepest gratification that the National 
Council announces this great advance. Out 
of ninety-seven dioceses and districts to which 
Budget quotas are allotted fifty-nine reported 
one hundred percent pledged in 1926, as 
against thirty-two dioceses in 1925. Never- 
theless, as the total expected income for 1926 
is $360,498 less than the amount needed for 
the Budget, the Council has been obliged to 
cut down the appropriations as the General 
Convention has ordered under these circum- 
stances. The reductions will be as follows : 
Church Mission House expenses, $34,250 ; 
Church Organizations, Colleges, and the 
American Church Institute for Negroes, 
$55,125 ; Dioceses (10% reduction), $23,213 ; 
Work for the Foreign Born, $6,000; Mis 
sionary Districts, of Arizona, Idaho, Utah 
and Wyoming (for institutional work), 
$30,435 ; Other Districts, special objects, 
$18,500; Foreign fields (2% reduction), 
$32,917. The Council commends this situa- 
tion to the consideration and prayers of the 
Church, and states that any further pledges 
will be gladly received, and used to restore 
the reductions thus made. 

Before its adjournment in February the 
Natioual Council adopted the following, reso- 
lution to the Presiding Bishop, who was ill 
with pneumonia at a hospital, but was on 
the road to recovery: “Resolved: That this 
Council now adjourning sends its greetings 
to our Presiding Bishop. Our hopeful and 
constructive meeting has given us renewed 
confidence for the future; and we pledge our 
trusted leader our cordial and enthusiastic 
cooperation in making this first year of his 
administration a period of real advance.” 

The Council will hold its next meeting on 
May 14th and 15th, at Taylor Hall, Racine; 
the Church center which is under the charge 
of Mrs. Bill ler. 

The twenty-five members of the Young 
People’s Service League of the Cathedral 
in New Orleans have pledged themselves for 
for at least $50 for the Church’s missionary 
work, to be paid before May 1, and have 
sent in a strong letter to all the Young Peo- 
ple’s Leagues in that province, challenging 
them to do as much or more.

Tht Thing* Which Belong to Our Peace 

The great fact which Easter time and the 
events which it commemorates should teach 
us is the fact of life. (1) God gave His life 
for men. (2) and now God gives His life to 
men. “The power of His resurrection” of 
which St. Paul speaks is that power of His 
life, given for and to men. 

God gave His life on the cross in order 
that men might not die eternally; that is that 
they might be saved from that separation 
from God which is eternal death. 

God gives His life to men now, gives it in 
Sacraments of the Church, in prayer, and in 
the other ways by which He touches our 
lives in order that we may have the knowl- 
edge and power to live eternal life. 

Eternal life begins when we begin to know 
God. And it continues as long as we live in 
the presence of God. So by the fact of 
Easter we learn that we can live Eternal life 
now; and that we do so as long as we live con. 
sciously in the presence of God. 

So Easter teaches us that there is really 
no difference between time and eternity. 
This is eternity to all such as live with God; 
and they are living eternal life now as truly 
as they ever will, though not as fully as they 
will in the heavenly state. 

The joy of Easter, then, is a present joy; 
not the joy of something which is going to 
happen some time, but the joy of something 
which we can have happen to us now, if we 
will ; the joy of entering into eternal life 
with God here and now.

A country parish in Virginia last fall sent 
in $12.55 for missions which had been made 
by raising tomatoes on a plot of ground do- 
nated for that purpose, The missionary 
waites: “Some of these will have hardly 
enough food to eat this winter. They can- 
not give money; but all were willing to help. 
Even the little children weeded and picked 
the tomatoes, which I hauled to the cannery 
and sold.” 

A non-Christian Japanese, a man of much 
education, writes to one of our missionaries: 
“It is but a question of time until the banner 
of the Cross shall wave in triumph over all 
Japan. What I have written comes from the 
bottom of my heart; a heart which is filled 
with anxiety for the future of my country. 
Moreover, I am not alone in this : for there 
are many who think as I do, and though we 
do not speak of it much we are secretly seek- 
ing for light through Christ.” 

Work has been begun in New York City 
on a sixty-five story building, to be the high- 
est in the country. It is being built by a fa- 
ther as a thank offering for the recovery of 
his son from what seemed a fatal illness. 
The son is now in college, preparing himself 
to become a foreign medical missionary. 
The new building will contain a church, a 
hospital, a bank, and a hotel with 4500 rooms' 
No one will be admitted as tenant who drinks, 
smokes or reads the Sunday papers. The 
hospital will be at the top of the building, 
away from dust and noise. 

Mrs. E. H. Harriman has presented a ra- 
dio broadcasting station to the Cathedral at 
Laramie. It was opened on Dec. 10. Bishop 
Thomas spoke, and the orchestra of the Uni- 
versity. of Wyoming gave Handel’s “Mes- 
siah”. After the program a telegram was 
received from a saloon at Medicine Bow, 
named the “Bucket of Blood,” telling of the 
great pleasure which “the boys” had taken 
in listening to the* prog ram. 

In January Bishop Brent, of Western New 
York, confirmed five Indians at the Indian 
chapel of the Redeemer, in New Town, N. Y.
